Elevating gas prices mean traveling problems 

Summer vacationing may be halted due to costs

The time for traditional summer vacationing is approach¬ 
ing. This year high gas prices have some TJC students evaluat¬ 
ing whether or not they need to exchange their fun in the sun 
for a summer occupation. 

Megan Jamieson, an 18-year-old junior nursing major, said 
the pain at the pump means that she will probably not be tak¬ 
ing long trips by car this summer. It’s just too expensive. 

“I used to get good gas mileage, but the higher the gas 
(price) gets, the less I can move around and do things I want to 
do,” she said. 


According to a survey by the Texas American Automobile 
Association, the average price of regular-grade gas in Texas dur¬ 
ing the third week in April was $3.80, down three cents from 
the previous week. Many retailers in Tyler were selling gas at 
$3.73 to $3.76 a gallon. 

Jamieson believes that high gas prices are striking at a 
time when many students like herself are planning their sum¬ 
mer vacations, and are playing a major factor in many summer 
agendas. 

“Nobody has money to spend it all on gas,” said Jamieson, 
“I’d rather take a cruise that will take me everywhere, than to 
spend hundreds of dollars on gas to drive and still be tired on

Technical issues 
hinder studies

Lately students have been having issues logging into 
their Gmail accounts issued through Apache Access. A di¬ 
lemma such as this one could prove to be costly, considering 
that it is a primary form of communication between students 
and professors. 

Logging on to Apache Access has often been a hassle for 
some students, and the ability to communicate with a profes¬ 
sor can prove paramount to a student’s academic success, but

according to Larry Mendez, chief information officer at TJC, 
the bug as been detected and effectively exterminated, how¬ 
ever, the origin of the source is still unknown. 

“Several weeks ago, the root cause for the college’s In¬ 
ternet connectivity issues was identified and a solution was 
executed immediately,” said Mendez. 

There are several options students may take in order to 
check their email, one of the most popular alternatives to com¬ 
puter access that students utilize is the ability to check their 
email through mobile devices such as smart phones or tablets. 
Students can access their TJC email accounts through these 
devices with the added convenience of being able to receive 
notifications in regards to teacher responses, emergencies, or 
even the simple rescheduling of a class. 

“Instructions for successfully setting up your mobile 
phone to receive email is found in Apache Access; look for 
‘Google Mobile Password Update’,” said Mendez. 

For some students the only way to communicate with 
their professors is through email, and for some students the 
only way to turn in class work is through their school email. 

“I have the old email account. The old one was great, 
never really had any problems with it, but this new Gmail 
account I hardly ever really check it, because even when I'do 
try and check, it usually doesn’t work,” said Ashleigh Brents, 
a Mass Communication major. 

Brents said how active the students are on his/her email 
would determine the importance of having a Gmail account. 
For instance; if students need to check their financial status, 
an email would be the easiest source. 

For students who manage their classes online and are 
having issues they may want to look into downloading or in¬ 
stalling the latest version of FireFox. 

Kathy Blair, TJC help desk specialist. “One other sug¬ 
gestion I have is to download and install FireFox. If you are 
taking online classes I would suggest you get the version listed 
on the suggestions found at www.tjc.edu/helpdesk. We know 
that works with our system,” said Blair.

Approaching the final stretch 

Learning specialist Tracey Williams gives advice for exam success

In two weeks many Tyler Junior College 
students will take exams that could have a 
strong impact on the grades they have worked 
all semester to earn. 

Final exams may be a time of great stress 
for some students, but with the right prepara¬ 
tion, TJC Learning Specialist and Tutor Coor¬ 
dinator, Tracey Williams believes students can 
be successful. 

Williams believes that reading study ma¬ 
terial frequently can be a very effective method 
for preparing for an exam. 

“It kind of works out like listening to a 
song on the radio and you hear yourself sing¬ 
ing the words to the song [although] you 
probably didn’t print out the words and study 
them,” Williams said. “You learned it because 
you heard it over and over. You can prepare the 
same way for a test.” 

Williams also advises students who come 
and see her for learning assessments to come 
up with their baseline reading attention span. It 
works by setting a timer while reading and re¬ 


cording the time when you begin to lose focus. 
You then add up all the minutes that you were 
focused and divide it by the amount of time tri¬ 
als you recorded to get your baseline-reading 
attention span. 

“In this way you are not fighting your at¬ 
tention span, you are working with it,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Williams also believes that h rested mind 
is important and that going to sleep one hour 
earlier and waking one hour earlier can help 
students to retain information better. 

“It’s hard to get up early in the morning 
but I recommend that because your mind is 
rested,” Williams said. “I am a night person but 
that doesn’t mean that I learn better at night.” 

On the week of final exams, Williams has 
a few tips that may seem odd but she believes 
can be very effective. One tip includes inform¬ 
ing your loved ones you will not be using your 
phone the day of an exam. 


“We know that any type of high level emo¬ 
tion interferes with recall,” Williams said. “Any 
person that you care about has the potential to 
get your emotions going.” 

Along with that Williams also tells stu¬ 
dents to have the items that they need all in 
place so that they can be on time and not have 
their adrenaline going due to being in a rush. 

Williams thinks that students should also 
consider what they are putting into their bodies 
before taking a final exam. 

“Watch what you eat [because] if you go 
too carb heavy you can get sleepy from sitting 
down during the test,” Williams said. “For 
some students it is the first time they have sat 


down all day.” / _ 

“You also want to check your caffeine and 
nicotine level. Caffeine gets your, heart rate up. 
Physiologically smoking calms you down be¬ 
cause you’re a smoker but it is still a stimulant 
within your body.” 

Williams also entourages those who need 
help for core classes such as algebra and his¬ 
tory to come to the final exam tutoring in the 
library May 7-9 from 4-7p.m. She believes that 
the tutors will do their best to help those who 
need help but warns that if a student has never 
understood a concept and attends a session, it 
may be too short of a period for them to learn it 
before their exam. 

Perhaps one Williams her best tips is on an 
issue many students have experience with. 

“Cramming puts a lot of pressure on you 
and you tend to forget information,” Williams 
said. “Prepare a little bit every night a little at a 
time rather than cramming.”

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Registration open for May, summer

As spring .semester wraps up with fi¬ 
nals and last-minute deadlines, many stu¬ 
dents will carry on with their own summer 
plans and a much-needed break. For oth¬ 
ers, summer classes and fall registration 
are a must before any fun can proceed. 

“Summer classes allow a student to 
complete coursework to shorten the over¬ 
all time needed to complete an [associ¬ 
ates] degree and ultimately a bachelors,” 
said Jan Adams, director of Academic 
• Advising. 

Students are given the opportunity to 
cutout some of the required clas&s over 
the summer to get back on track or speed 
up their time at Tyler Junior College. The 
summer sessions are held twice during the 
break, once in the first half and the second 
in the last half. 

Most core classes will be offered for 
both summer sessions and some for the 
Maymester, which is an intense mini¬ 
semester that is held in the remaining

part of May after spring classes let out for 
break. 

Registration for Maymester and Sum¬ 
mer I and II will run through May 6 and 
May 29, respectively. Summer II registra¬ 
tion will be open until July 1. 

According to Adams, new changes 
and guidelines have been enacted since 
hot summer that could potentially make 
the process of registering for classes 
smoother. 

“This year, summer registration is pri¬ 
marily online, with no final walk-in regis¬ 


tration event scheduled,” she said. 

Adams also noted that several op¬ 
portunities for early registration would 
be available to students, including Mini- 
Registration May 1-3 from 9 a.m. to 3 
p.m. in Rogers Student Center. During 
those days, students can meet with an ad¬ 
visor and early register for both summer 
and fall classes. 

Students may see advisors in walk-in 
office visits on a limited basis until the 
week of May 14. However, advisors will 
not be available during the week of final 
exams, which is May 7-10 because of a 
special Freshman Week Advising/Regis¬ 
tration event for new high school gradu¬ 
ates entering TJC in the fall. 

For some, the benefits of summer 
classes do not outweigh the disadvantages, 
like sleeping' in, lying by the pool, or go¬ 
ing on vacation. However, Nicole Wright, 
professor and coordinator of Health In¬ 
formation Technology who will be teach¬ 
ing summer classes as well, sees them as a 
way to take care of core classes or electives 
that can save time during the year.

“As a mature student, she strove to do things well,” said Linda Caldwell, 
RN, MSN, SANE, CEN, professor of associate degree nursing.

Adrenaline Rush Zip Tours, located just south of Jacksonville, is a great 
place for college students and families alike to experience adventure right 
here in East Texas.

“It took us six months, we mostly did it ourselves but did contract out 
for all the difficult stuff.

Since they opened last July, Kimbrell has seen about 1500 people come 
onto the property for their zip tours, ranging from places as far away as New 
York and Florida.

New clues emerge in the 
search for Jenkins’ statue

A statue of Dr. Harry Jenkins was stolen on April 18,1995, 
and still remains an unsolved mystery. 

Detective Joe Rascoe of the Smith County Sheriff’s Office 
was assigned the cold case earlier this year, and while working 
with Tyler Junior College, received four anonymous tips. Only 
one out of the four proved to take a step in the right direction. 

“I actually was able to locate a guy in Dallas,” Rascoe said. 
“He supposedly has actually seen the statue, since it was stolen. 
Unfortunately, it was not recent.” 

According to the unnamed source from Flower Mound, a 
suburb of Fort Worth and Dallas, the statue was last seen shortly 
after it was stolen, in the living room of a home that three to four 
white males shared while attending college in Dallas. 

Detective Rascoe was given a name of a man by the un¬ 
named source, and he was able to track him down while he 
was attending Stephen F. Austin State University. But the man 
named couldn’t have been involved with the disappearance be¬ 
cause he would’ve been too young at the time. 

Even though the investigation came to a halt at SFA, De¬ 
tective Rascoe remained optimistic in his quest to solve this mys¬ 
tery. 

“I was able to find out where this school was where these 
guys attended in Dallas. They were in fact in college at that time,” 
said Rascoe. “So, the story that this man from Flower Mound 
told appears to be factual.” 

He went on to assure that he planned to take a trip to Dal¬ 
las with Professor/Department Chair of Criminal Justice atTJC

Jason Waller, to talk to the school officials personally and see if 
they could receive cooperation in the investigation. 

“It’s a needle in a haystack, of a large field of haystacks,’’said 
Waller. “That’s the chance of us recovering it.” 

The new information disproves previous rumors of the pos¬ 
sibility of the statue at the bottom of an area lake.' 

“If it was the bottom of Tyler Lake, we would’ve found it 
this winter,” said Waller. “With the lake being down so far, it may 
be there, but it would be at the deepest part of the lake that still 
had water this summer.” 

The $5,000 dollar reward is still in effect until Aug 4,2012, 
for any information leading to whereabouts of the statue. 

TJC and the Smith County Sheriff’s Office isn’t looking to 
prosecute anybody involved with the disappearance of the statue 
but would just like it returned. 

“The only values are the artist value, and what it means to 
the college and the Jenkins’ family,” said Waller. “One day it’s go¬ 
ing to pop up. You never know.”

This summer students from Tyler Junior College have the 
chance to experience a trip to Italy that is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity.

Terror spread through the nation on April of 2007, as the 
news reported a shooting massacre at Virginia Tech University 
(VTU), leaving 33 dead and many to fear for the security of their 
own campuses.

“I was stunned..said Lynette Moore, freshman majoring 
in Business Management at Tyler Junior College. 

VTU’s sense of safety was violated; having one of their stu¬ 
dents shoot his fellow classmates was a tragedy. As more school 
shootings and deaths of students added up, many felt compelled 
to raise the bar on campus security. Therefore, in 2008 the Na¬ 
tional Association of Student Personnel Administrators, created 
the “Enough is Enough” campaign. 

On April 12 the booth was setup outside the steps of the 
Rogers Student Center, making it the second year since TJC ad¬ 
opted the mission of “Enough is Enough.” 

“Enough is Enough campaign is a national event that raises 
awareness about violence on college campuses, including our 
campus,” said Aukse Harris, assistant director of Residential Life 
and Housing at TJC, “We want our students to take a stand and 
say that they have had enough violence on campuses and in com¬ 
munities.”

Festival returns 
to East Texas

With grueling preparation, national auditions, and thousands 
of out of town fans, the Texas Shakespeare Festival is returning to 
Kilgore College for it’s 27th season. 

The idea was generated in 1984 and brought into realization 
in 1986. The Texas Shakespeare Festival is the only professional 
theatre festival in East Texas. Unlike other festivals, this one is 
held indoors away from the Texas summer heat in the Van Cliburn 
Auditorium at Kilgore College. 

“It’s in air-conditioning as opposed to the Dallas Shake¬ 
speare Festival or the Houston Shakespeare Festival, which are 
both outdoors during the summer,” said artistic director Raymond 
Caldwell. 

The festival has recruited several now big-name actors and 
writers over the years such as star of the hit T.V. series Dexter, 
Michael C. Hall who was a member in 1995. 

“A number of very successful people have worked here in the 
past, who are now recognizable to people who watch television oi 
go to movies,” said Caldwell. 

While held at Kilgore College, very few of the cast and crew 
are students from the college. 

“What most people don’t know is.. .even after this many years 
many people think it’s Kilgore college students doing Shakespeare 
in the summer but it’s never been that. We seldom use Kilgore 
College students at all,” said Caldwell. 

Recruited nationally, the actors arrive in Kilgore on May 19 
for a grueling rehearsal schedule for five weeks before performanc¬ 
es start in June. 

“We rehearse everyday Tuesday through Sunday from 9 in 
the morning to 10:30 in the evening,” said Caldwell. 

The Texas Shakespeare Festival starts June 28 and includes a 
total of six shows during this coming summer. It is by far a chal¬ 
lenge with little time to prepare for so many performances. 

“Normally it take five weeks or longer to do one play, but we 
do them all at the same time and get them all ready,” said produc¬ 
tion manager and member for 24 years Val Winkelman. 

Two shows are performed a day Thursday through Sunday 
including not only Shakespeare but in addition a comedy, musical 
and famed children play that all ages are said to enjoy. 

“When the play (children’ play) is over, you look around and 
you can tell the parents enjoyed it as much or more than the kids,’ 
said Mayor of Kilgore Ronnie Spradlin. 

In addition to being entertaining, the Texas Shakespeare Fes¬ 
tival has also become a big season for the community. 

“All the restaurants benefit from the people coming to town 
but they also benefit from, the actors themselves that have to eat 
lunch and dinner somewhere every day while diey’re here for a 
couple of months,” said Spradlin. 

Not only has the festival had an impact on the local commu¬ 
nity of Kilgore but Kilgore has had an impact on those who are a 
part and also those who come to see it. 

“One thing that really makes this festival grow is tfie south¬ 
ern hospitality or East Texas hospitality is just shocking to people 
who have lived in L.A. or New York or Chicago all their lives,’ 
said Spradlin. 

Many veterans of the festival return every year while new 
members become a part with each season. 

“It’s a combination of the people that return every year that 3 
enjoy working with as colleagues professionally,” said Winkelman 
“and it’s also the new people that come along every year, that you 
get to meet the new people and work with them, as well. It’s really 
just getting to work with the people.”

As students headed to class they were 
asked to print their hand with chalk on a black 
board that read “These hands aren’t for hitting.” 
As they did, students briefly educated on in¬ 
dividual security steps they needed to take to 
keep the campus safe and free from any future 
violence. 

“It would be violence of any kind that we 
don’t want here on campus. We are very fortu¬ 
nate not to have what has happened at other 
campuses, and we want to keep it that way,” said 
Peggie Scott, campus officer. 

Black and white ribbons were worn on 
Thursday to indicate the commitment the stu¬ 
dents had made against violence. The colors rep¬ 
resented the mourning and remembrance with 
peace, innocence, and solidarity with victims of 
violence, according to “Enough is Enough.” 

“We want students to remember and make 
a commitment to have a peaceful campus,” said 
Harris. 

The campaign also calls administrators, 
parents and the community to action by work¬ 


ing together in bringing an end to school and 
campus killings. Since professors play a large 
role in student activities, they are encouraged 
to keep one eye open and to be aware of their 
surroundings. 

“They are enforcing and preventing stuff 
like that from happening,” said Moore. 

TJC has also provided students with a 
tip line called “TJC TIP” to report any suspi¬ 
cious activity making the suggestion completely 
anonymous for the students’ safety. Text the in¬ 
formation to 79516. 

“If they have concerns about someone pos¬ 
sible carrying a weapon or being suspicious in 
the parking lot or wherever that might be,” said 
Scott, “That’s real helpful because that comes 
direcdy to us. So there is always someone to re¬ 
spond to that call.” 

The “Enough is Enough” campaign day 
took place one day out of the calendar year, 
Black explains, students should make an effort 
of keeping a peaceful campus by stopping and 
preventing any violence from happening.
